The number of cubic Inches radiator 


capacity required per horsepower large- 
ly depends on the construction of the 
radiator, the same radiator capacity 
not being used In cellular types that 
has been adopted In tubular. In fact, 
tubular radiators have not all the same 
water capacity because of the differ- 
ent cooling coefficients of them, due 
to tne^more or less efective radiating 
fins or flanges carriefl on the tubes. 
For a four cylinder motor -with five 
inch bore and stroke the method used 
In determining its radiator capacity 
needed is as follows: Multiply the cyl- 
inder diameter by the piston stroke by 
the number of cylinders.

alloy of aluminum and magnesium. It 
is much lighter than cast iron^which 
has a specific gravity range of from 
5 to 7, approximately. Magnalium has 
a specific gravity of 2.5, so It runs at 
least 50 per cent llf hter than cast Iron. 
Ordinary cast Iron for motor pistons 
runs 18,000 to 20,000 pounds tensile 
strength and magnalinm about 23,000 
pounds.
